C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

WATER  SUPPLIES.  As  far  as  practicable  the  whole  of 
the  district  it  now  supplied  with  a  good  piped  supply  of  water, 
but  further  extensions  and  additions  will  be  required  from  time 
to  time  to  maintain  the  supplies  and  to  meet  future  demands. 

There  was  no  shortage  of  water  during  the  year  and  the  quality 
of  the  water  as  shown  by  bacteriological  examination  is  very 
satisfactory. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.  A  scheme  of  Sewerage 
and  Sewage  Disposal  was  commenced  for  the  Mudford  Road, 
Combe  Street  Lane  and  Stone  Lane  Area  in  the  parishes  of 
Mudford  and  Yeovil  Without.  Considerable  development 
has  taken  place  in  this  area  during  the  past  few  years,  and 
further  development  is  expected  on  the  completion  of  the 
proposed  scheme. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION.  Progress  is  still  being 
made  in  replacing  privies  and  pail  closets  by  water  closets. 

SCAVENGING.  This  is  undertaken  by  the  Council  in  20 
parishes,  but  in  nearly  all  cases  the  collection  is  confined  to 
in  iestructible  refuse.  The  Council  has  two  central  sites  for 
the  deposit  of  refuse.  The  tipping  is  controlled  as  far  as 
possible.  The  Council  do  not  undertake  the  cleansing  of 
cesspools.

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS.  Three  houses  (not 

Council  Houses)  were  found  to  be  infested  :  these  were  sprayed 
with  Zaldecide  and  fumigated  with  Cimex  on  two  occasions, 
with  the  requisite  interval,  hy  the  Local  Authority.  To  ensure 
that  the  belongings  of  tenants  were  free  from  vermin  before 
removal  to  Council  Houses,  the  mattresses  and  upholstery 
were  burnt  and  furniture  washed  in  disinfectant.  No  special 
measures  were  required  by  way  of  supervision  or  education  of 
tenants  to  prevent  infestation  or  re-infestation  after  cleansing.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

A.  MILK  SUPPLY.  Considerable  progress  has  been  made 
during  the  year  in  the  improvement  of  the  condition  oj 
dairies  and  cowsheds.  There  has  been  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  number  of  Producers  of  Designated  milk.  36 
samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  tubercle  bacilli  with  35 
negative  and  one  positive  result. 

There  are  29  producers  of  Tuberculin  Tested  and  34 
producers  of  Accredited  Milk  in  the  district,  and  the 
sampling  is  carried  out  by  the  Council  as  agents  for  the 
County  Council.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT,  1938. 


To  the  CTiainnan  and  IMcnihcrs  of  the  Yeovil  Rural  District 
Coiincil. 

Miss  Osborne  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1938. 

All  the  comiplaints  received  during  the  year  were  satisfactorily 
dealt  with. 

HOUSING. 

The  total  number  of  new  houses  erected,  243,  was  a  considerable 
increase  on  the  previous  year. 

Plans  submitted  for  approval  under  the  Byelaws  totalled  123. 
Town  Planning.  The  preparation  of  the  Town  Planning  Scheme 
b}'  the  Yeovil  and  District  Town  Planning  Committee  is  well 
advanced.  119  Interim  Development  Permission  Certificates  and  7 
Interim  Development  Refusal  Certificates  were  issued. 

Slum  Clearance  and  Overcrowding.  The  Council’s  scheme  for 
re-housing  persons  displaced  from  demolished  and  overcrowded  houses 
is  well  in  hand.  30  houses  have  been  erected  under  the  Slum 
Clearance  programme,  and  54  to  relieve  overcrowding,  during  the 
year. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  following  works  of  water  supply  have  been  completed  during 
the  year  : — 

North  Perrott.  The  work  of  improving  and  extending  the  supply 
was  completed. 

Hardington  Mandeville.  The  work  is  now  in  hand  to  supply 
Hardington  Mandeville  with  water  from  Odcombe. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Yeovil  W^ithout  and  Mudford.  The  Council  are  proceeding  with 
a  scheme  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  the  Mudford  Road, 
Combe  Street  Lane  and  Stone  Lane  area  of  these  parishes.  The 
development  of  this  area  has  made  the  provision  of  a  scheme 
essential. 
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The  Council  have  many  schemes  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
under  consideration,  necessary  for  several  parishes,  the  most  urgent 
ones  being: — Ash,  East  Coker,  Martock,  West  Coker  and  West 
Chinnock,  where  conditions  are  very  unsatisfactory. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES.  There  are  21  Slaughter  Houses  on  the 
register,  and  these  have  been  kept  clean  and  wholesome. 

KNACKERS  YARDS.  The  one  licensed  Knacker’s  Yard  in  the 
district  is  kept  in  accordance  with  the  Byelaws. 

BAKEHOUSES.  In  a  few  cases  it  has  been  necessary  to  draw  the 
attention  of  occupiers  to  small  matters,  otherwise  the  condition 
of  these  premises  is  satisfactory. 

COWSHEDS  AND  DAIRIES.  There  lias  been  a  further  increase 
in  the  number  of  producers  of  designated  milk  from  12  per  cent, 
to  approximately  16  per  cent,  of  the  registered  producers. 

The  collection  of  milk  samples  has  become  an  important  part  of 
the  work  of  my  department,  and  the  time  and  travelling  involved 
has  considerably  increased. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS.  All  are  in  fairly  satisfactory 
condition. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION.  The  collection  of  indestructible  refuse 
is  carried  out  by  the  Council  'in  20  parishes  and  deposited  at  two 
central  tips.
